extended over seven weeks, revealing 
many side lights on the startling na- 
ure of the condition of the legislature 
nine years ago. 


Allds' resignation was a big sur- 


irise. It was handed >n on the ad- 
rtce of counsel.

he senate Into confusion. There were 
•ronps of senators standing about dls- 
usslng the latest turn that the sen^ 
atinnai affair has taken. Inasmuch 


a vacancy has been created and the 


enator has removed himself from the 
lirisdl'ctlon of the senate that body 
was liable to punish Allds.

The 


enate postponed action on this propo- 
itlon and adjourned for the day, after 
ormally adopting the report of the 
committee of the whole, in which the 
Question was,flrst decided. 


The voting was delayed by the res- 


ignation of Allds, which for a time 
threatened to disrupt the'program. A 
-number of senators saw in this de- 
velopment :a chance to avoid commit- 
ting themselves Individually on the 
main question. 
A tentative proposi- 


tion to dispense with a vote on 'the 
question of sustaining 
the 
charges 


was discussed during a short recess, 
but the appeal of Cobb that the mem- 
bers had no right to avoid the re- 
sponsibility in this way finally pre- 
vailed and the voting followed. 


A statement given out 
by Allds' 


counsel declared that Allds- resigned 
on the advice of Ills attorneys because 
the latter were' satisfied that his case 
was not to be decided by the evidence, 
but by political expediency and influ- 
ence brought to bear from "Washing- 
ton and elsewhere."

Developments will follow thick and 


fast on the action of the senate. Allds'
